LIBRARY  FUND 

The  biennial  appropriation  for  1933-35  was  $260,889.10.  This  is 
about  twenty-two  per  cent  less  than  the  amount  of  expenditures  during 
the  preceding  biennium.  The  greatest  curtailments  this  readjustment 
necessitated  were  in  book  purchases  and  in  staff.  Our  book  budget  had 
been  decreased  during  the  year  1931—32  so  this  further  reduction,  at  a 
time  when  the  other  libraries  of  the  state  were  unusually  needful  of  our 
help  in  supplying  the  demands  of  an  ever-increasing  reading  public, 
has  been  a  distinct  hardship.  Although  the  policy  of  keeping  up  con- 
tinuations and  subscriptions  was  adopted,  this  material  has  not  received 
maximum  use  because  of  insufficient  funds  for  binding. 

STAFF 

During  June  and  July,  1933,  the  State  Library  staff  was  reduced 
from  77  to  62.  By  leaving  unfilled  several  vacancies  which  occurred 
by  resignation  and  retirement,  the  number  of  lay-offs  was  reduced 
to  ten. 

On  June  30,  1933,  Miss  Eudora  Garoutte  voluntarily  retired  from 
service  after  thirty-four  years  of  work  on  the  staff  of  the  State  Library. 
Miss  Garoutte  entered  the  State  Library  in  1899,  during  the  first  year 
of  the  term  of  James  L.  Gillis  as  State  Librarian.  There  was  no  Cali- 
fornia Section  at  the  time  and  Miss  Garoutte  organized  that  phase  of 
the  work  and  had  charge  of  its  development  until  the  time  of  her 
retirement.

GIFT  OF  LLOYD  M.  ROBBINS 

In  1932  the  State  Library  acquired  by  gift  from  Mr.  Lloyd  M. 
Robbins,  of  San  Francisco,  California,  his  collection  of  books  on  com- 
munity property.  The  collection,  comprising  some  250  items,  consists 
of  the  complete  statutory  laws  of  Spain  from  the  earliest  times,  together 
with  the  most  celebrated  Spanish  commentators  on  their  laws.  French 
and  Mexican  commentators  on  the  subject  are  also  in  the  collection. 
Works  of  American  writers  are  included  as  well  as  the  briefs  in  the 
cases  in  which  the  question  has  been  discussed  in  the  United  States 
courts. 

The  collection,  unique  in  its  completeness,  will  be  invaluable  to 
students  of  community  property  laws. 

COOPERATION  WITH  FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT 

During  the  year  1933-34  the  State  Library  carried  on  several 
CWS  projects.  The  number  of  workers  varied  from  19  to  35  and  the 
total  number  of  hours  of  work  amounted  to  8408. 

Since  the  establishment  of  an  educational  program  in  CCC  camps 
and  the  appointment  of  educational  advisers,  the  State  Library  has 
loaned  books  to  many  of  the  camps,  whenever  possible,  through  the 
county  libraries. 


BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  SECTION

In  March,  1934,  Miss  Kate  M.  Foley,  Home  Teacher  for  the  Blind, 
was  chosen  chairman  of  the  American  Braille  Commission,  a  committee 
organized  to  consider  the  matter  of  a  more  uniform  standard  of  Braille 
printing  for  the  English  speaking  nations.  Miss  Foley  has  presided 
at  two  meetings  of  the  Commission,  one  held  in  New  York  City  in 
March,  1934,  and  the  other  in  St.  Louis  in  June  of  the  same  year. 
Transportation  for  these  two  eastern  trips  was  contributed  by  certain 
friends  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  blind.

CALIFORNIA  SECTION

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  section,  a  number  of  impor- 
tant projects  were  completed  in  the  early  part  of  1934  by  CWS  help 
working  under  the  direction  of  the  staff.  Journals,  ledgers,  duplicate 
books  and  pamphlets  were  sorted ;  files  of  accumulated  periodicals  were 
checked  and  listed;  a  valuable  collection  of  Wells  Fargo  &  Company 
envelopes  was  sorted  and  arranged  in  folders;  analytic  cards  were  made 
for  California  county  histories;  diaries  and  other  original  documents 
were  copied  and  thousands  of  vital  statistics  were  copied  on  cards  from 
various  lists  and  filed. 

During  the  biennium  88b'  bound  volumes  of  newspapers  were  added 
making  a  total  of  13,704  in  the  collection. 

Over  five  hundred  hours  were  spent  in  searching  great  registers 
of  voters  to  secure  information  regarding  naturalization,  birth  dates, 
and  length  of  residence  of  794  applicants  for  old  age  pensions  who  were 
referred  to  the  State  Library  for  this  necessary  data. 

The  Pioneer  Museum  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  building  has  been 
closed  most  of  the  biennium  because  of  the  library's  reduced 
appropriation.

PRINTS  SECTION

The  reduced  budget  of  the  State  Library  has  allowed  for  few  addi- 
tions to  the  Prints  collection  by  purchase  during  the  biennium.  Some 
have  been  added  by  gift,  the  total  prints  now  being  3178.  Monthly 
exhibits  have  been  held  as  usual  and  these  have  been  reported  in  the 
quarterly  issues  of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

8416  persons  visited  the  Prints  Room  during  the  biennium.  This 
is  an  increase  of  2200  over  the  previous  two  years. 

Ten  talks  were  given  by  the  Prints  Librarian  during  the  two  year 
period.

SHIPPING,  PRINTING  AND  PHOTOSTATING  SECTION 

William  H.  Lugg,  Supervisor. 

Our  shipping,  photostat  and  printing  work  is  all  done  under  one 
head.  During  the  past  two  years,  our  incoming  shipments  consisted 
of  31,788  by  parcel  post,  2777  by  express  and  70  by  freight.  The  out- 
going shipments  totaled  43,900  by  parcel  post,  968  by  express  and  4 
by  freight. 

We  record  our  printing  by  the  number  of  different  copies  of  the 
various  blanks  we  print  on  our  multicolor  press.  During  the  two  years 
we  have  printed  a  total  of  1,306,020. 

The  photostat  is  used  for  reproducing  short  extracts  from  large 
bound  periodicals  and  material  that  can  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
library,  such  as  newspapers  and  rare  books.  Each  exposure  made  with 
the  photostat  is  recorded.    These  amounted  to  2148  for  the  past  two 
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years.  Photostatic  copies  are  loaned  when  of  general  interest  and  sold 
to  the  borrower  when  on  <i  special  subject  which  might  not  be  used 
again  or  when  the  borrower  needs  them  for  permanent  record.

When  the  State  Library  staff  was  reduced  to  (52  members  because 
of  the  decreased  appropriation  made  by  the  1933  Legislature,  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Sutro  stall'  was  transferred  to  the  main  library.  So  that  the 
remaining  staff  consisting  of  one  full-time  librarian  and  one  half-time 
library  aid  could  handle  the  work,  it  was  decided  to  ask  the  California 
Genealogical  Society  to  remove  its  library  from  Ihe  Sutro  branch 
where  it  had  been  on  deposit  for  a  number  of  years.  This  accounts  for 
the  2878  withdrawals  shown  in  the  statistical  report.
